THE '03 CROP OP 


TOBACCO NOT GOOD. 


1904 Was Poor 
Year For Weed 


Growers—Tobacco Below 


Contract Price. 


The year just closed, says the Wis- 


consin Tobacco Reporter, will go into 
history-as one of the leanest ones the 
tobacco growers of Wisconsin have 
ever experienced, so far as relates to 
the 1903 crop, the greater portion • 
which has been moved during 
the 


year. Advanced sales had been made 
of quite a large portion of the crop 
previous to its real character being 
known, but when delivery 
was • at- 


tempted and the imperfections of the 
curing 
became 
apparent, 
growers 


were compelled to accept large reduc- 
tions from contract: price. 
Probably 


nearly two-thirds of the crop 
was 


lifted during the packing season but 
the average price was lower than 
growers expected, and the low stand- 
ard then fixed has prevailed since 
during the movement of the balance, 
which has been going on during th 
closing months .of the year. The crop 
has certainly brought no profit to th 
producer and placed 
the 
business 


somewhat into disrepute, making it 
rassible for the sugar beet people to 
secure a good deal of acreage here- 
ofore devoted to 
tobacco 
culture. 


Packers who invested in 1903 Wiscon- 
iin also suffered considerably as the 
•esult of damage to the crop in pass- 
ng through the 
sweating 
process. 


Had it not been that the 
tobacco 


was brought very low they could not. 
lave thrown out so large a per cent 
without sustaining serious losses. 0'- 
what there was left of the really serv- 
ceable stock they have been able. 1 
realize a fair margin of profit an<i 
most cases able to save themselvr 
on their investment. The trading in 
cheaper grades the past 'few months 
has been conducted with less risk on 
quick sale and small profit basis. The 
year's business 'in Wisconsin leaf can 
hardly be termed satisfactory 
from 


almost any point of view as dealer or 
grower.
